Thedowntownmuralproject 
sponsored by the Hickman 
Chamber of Commerce is a 
way to preserve Hickman’s 
past while adding beauty to 
its present. These murals will 
also be shared with Hickman 
visitors, as well as residents of 
this little river town, for years 
to come. 

Martha Ann Campbell, 
Director of the Chamber, is 
currently seeking sponsors 
for murals to be painted on 16 
downtown floodwall panels, 
assisting with this project are 
Sherry Voorhees and Fran 
McPeake. 

Thirty-two panels of the 
seawall will be involved with 
every other one being a mural 
and the other half painted gray. 
The murals (7 X 7) will each 
depict an historical event/ 
time/building in Hickman’s 


past. 

Mural expenses will be 
covered, $400 for each one, by 
sponsors who can choose their 
own scene or can get suggestions 
from the Chamber. All scenes 
must be approved and depict a 
part of Hickman’s history. 

Some options for the mural 
scenes include Walker Foot 
Bridge, Fulton County Court 
House, Carnegie Library, Cotton 
Gin/cotton field, Clinton Street 
on President Taft’s visit, Mengel 
Box Company, Hickman College, 
three Hickman schools, Refugee 
Camp during 1912 flood, Old 
ferry, Captain Tyler, older homes, 
old churches, sledding down 
Bond Hill, Native American 
scene, ’37 flood, LaClede Hotel, 
Harbor, and the old train track 
below the bluff going toward 
town. 

As of Tuesday, July 14, only 
a few spots remain for the first 
leg of this endeavor. “We have 


had some folks say they can’t 
afford a mural but would like 
to make a contribution toward 
the project,” added Campbell. 
“We will take $10, $20 or 
whatever they can afford and 
will appreciate all of their 
donations.” Donations can be 
sent to the Chamber office, 
given to Campbell, McPeake, 
Voorhees or any Chamber of 
Commerce member. Interested 
businesses and individuals can 
also send their donations to 
The Citizens Bank in Hickman, 
Attention Laura Mudd. 

Karon Griffen of Lake 
County, Tenn., will be bringing 
the scenes of Hickman’s history 
to life as the artist contracted to 
paint the murals, which should 
begin later this week.

Through a small grant received 
by the Purchase District Health 
Department, Bemita Cheirs, 
with the UK Extension Office, 
is joining them to develop a 
Pedestrian Plan. While the initial 
grant is intended to engage 
community members to identify 
priorities for creating a safe and 
attractive walking and biking 
environment for people of all 
ages and abilities, the ultimate 
goal is to promote a healthy 
community. The plan includes 
the development of pedestrian/ 
bike pathways throughout the 
county. 

A Walkability Checklist, 
endorsed by the Federal 
Highway Administration and the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, was utilized for 
a broad evaluation of the county 
that indicated the most interest 
in this project.

Levee board to take 
4% tax rate increase 


After approving a budget 
amendment following Fulton 
County Levee Board Secretary/ 
Treasurer Jim Major’s 
submission of the Special 
Purpose Government Entity 
Financial Disclosure Report, 
Major, President Doug Voorhees 
and Vice President Mark 
Williams discussed their options 
regarding the tax rate for 2015- 
16. “We customarily take the 
4% increase,” noted Major on 
Tuesday, July 7 while meeting in 
the office of the Fulton County 
Soil Conservation District. “If we 
vote to increase the rate 4% it will 
go from .062 to .065, increasing 
our revenue from $9,682 to 
$10,529, before subtracting the 
Sheriff’s Collection Fee of $447. 
This will net us $10,082.” Last 
year’s overall levee expenses 
were $25,172.70. 

With everyone present in 
agreement to take the 4% 


increase, Major plans to write 
up the formula resolution and 
present it to the board at the 
August meeting. 

On Wednesday, July 8, the 
river level on the Cairo gauge 
was predicted to be 48.6 feet and 
reached 48.7 feet the day before 
and the levee’s ditch was sitting 
at approximately 284.2 feet last 
week. 

As the river reached historical 
numbers for this time of year, 
members of the Levee Board 
decided to take a watch and see 
approach on determining the need 
to run the pumps at the pumping 
station. “It might be best to play it 
by ear at this time,” stated Major. 
“With that in mind, we need to 
see how much diesel we have on 
hand in case we do decide to run 
the pumps.” Right now they are 
in preparation mode.

I own a rental property that 
brings in enough to pay the taxes 
and insurance with a little left 
over. Recently, I found out that 
my tenant, who just signed a new 
two-year lease, is subleasing the 
property for the short term as a 
vacation site. This kind of thing 
happened once before and is 
prohibited in the agreement. Do 
you think I should approach him 
about the situation or let it go 
until it becomes problematic?

Dear Catherine, 

It’s already a problem, because 
he’s in violation of the lease 
agreement. Call him today and 
tell him to stop the sublease 
immediately. Let him know that 
he’ll be evicted if anything like 
this ever happens again. 

This may sound harsh, but an 
agreement is an agreement. You 
may not have experienced any 
big problems up until now, but 
what happens when he pulls this 
again and the next people who 
come in are a bunch of partiers? 
You could end up with broken 
windows, holes in the walls and a 
bad reputation. On top of all that, 
what if they leave and he doesn’t 
have the money to fix things? It’s 
all on you. Why? Because you 
lost control of your property! 

As a landlord, I always try to 
be gentle and nice but really clear 
about things. But this guy needs 
to understand that you mean what 
you say in the lease agreement. 
Once more, and he’s gone!

Dear Dave, 

I have a relative who recently 
entered a rehab center to treat her 
drug addiction. I’ve been trying 
to help with things on the outside, 
and recently I discovered she has 
about $20,000 in debt. This is in 
addition to the rent owed on her 
apartment. I don’t have a lot of 
money, but do you think I should 
start trying to pay some of these 
bills for her?

Dear Jeremy, 

I’m really sorry to hear about 
your relative. Addiction is painful 
thing for the addict and for their 
family and friends. While what 
you’re suggesting is noble, my 
advice would be to leave the debt 
alone. I would, however, notify 
her landlord of what’s happened. 
If he won’t hold her place, then 
get her stuff out and turn over the 
keys so he or she can find another 
tenant. 

As far as the debt obligations are 
concerned, just let her creditors 
cry and whine. They’re going to 
do that anyway, and you’re in no 
position to help financially at this 
point. Once she’s out and healthy 
again, one of the first things she’ll 
have to do is recreate her life 
and income. When that’s been 
done, then she needs to go back 
and make arrangements with her 
creditors. 

But right now, she needs to 
concentrate on herself. And as 
her family, you need to pour as 
much love and support as you 
can into the healing process. 
You’ve got a great heart, Jeremy, 
but the money stuff can wait until 
she’s out, healthy and established 
again. Then, if you want and have 
been able to save a bit, you might 
gift her a little money to help her 
get started again.

As a child, I memorized the 
American’s Creed, written in 
1917 by William Tyler Page, as 
did many others. I stumbled upon 
a copy I had used to memorize it 
while at my parents’ house this 
weekend, and as I looked through 
it, I couldn’t believe the contrast 
between the country described 
in the creed and the country in 
which we now live. 

While originally unofficial in 
nature (Page submitted the creed 
as part of a nationwide patriotic 
contest), Page’s concise, yet 
complete statement of the 
American political faith was later 
adopted by Congress on behalf 
of the American people and used 
in the Naturalization Ceremony 
when swearing in new citizens. 
The beginning of the creed says, 
“I believe in the United States of 
America as a government of the 
people, by the people, and for 
the people; whose just powers 
are derived from the consent of 
the governed, a Democracy in a 
Republic, a sovereign Nation, of 
many sovereign States...” 

Consent of the governed? Is 
our government behaving in a 
way that garners the consent of 
the governed? They are doing just 
the opposite, and the Supreme 
Court showed the world with 
its same-sex marriage ruling 
that our states are anything but

sovereign. 

In 2004, Kentucky voters 
amended their constitution to 
define marriage as between one 
man and one woman, with 75 
percent of voters voting in favor 
of the amendment. In 2006, 
Tennessee did virtually the same 
thing, but with 81 percent voting 
in favor of the amendment. By 
design, amending a constitution is 
a very hard thing to do, requiring 
a large majority approval in both 
chambers of legislature before 
it goes to a popular vote - the 
ultimate level of democracy. 
It is through these votes that 
we see how the majority of the 
governed really feel about issues, 
as opposed to elected officials 
voting in whatever way they feel 
will get them reelected. 

If such a majority of 
the governed, in these two 
sovereign states , are against 
the government’s recognition 
of same-sex marriage, how can 
a 5-4 vote in a panel of judges, 
none of which are from either 
of these states, override their 
constitutions? Now county 
clerks are placed in a serious 
dilemma. They all ran for 
office and when elected, swore 
an oath to uphold their state’s 
constitution. Regardless of their 
views on same-sex marriage, 
now they must decide either 
to hold to the oath they made 
and defy the Supreme Court of 
the United States, or follow the 
ruling and violate the oath they 
made, hand on the Bible and 
all. The constitutions haven’t 
changed. Will they be changed 
as a result of the ruling? Can a 
constitutional amendment be 
ruled unconstitutional? Not yet at 
least. The processes for changing 


anything in the constitutions still 
requires a vote of the people. 

This will pose an interesting 
situation as time goes on - with 
sections of the states ’ constitutions 
that can’t be enforced because of 
the federal court’s ruling. What, 
then, is the purpose of having 
a state constitution at all? We 
may as well all drop our state 
constitutions and therefore our 
sovereignty altogether. 

Since the abolishment of the 
Articles of Confederation in 
1787, states have been losing 
their sovereignty little by little. 
From Social Security to federal 
socialized health care to same- 
sex marriage, history shows 
us that states’ sovereignty has 
become just another delusion. 
Our federal government now 
more closely resembles what our 
forefathers fought and died to 
escape than what those men set 
in place so many years ago. 

Well, here’s the American’s 
Creed in its entirety: 

I believe in the United States 
of America as a government of 
the people, by the people, for 
the people; whose just powers 
are derived from the consent of 
the governed, a democracy in a 
republic, a sovereign Nation of 
many sovereign States; a perfect 
union, one and inseparable; 
established upon those principles 
of freedom, equality, justice, and 
humanity for which American 
patriots sacrificed their lives and 
fortunes. 

I therefore believe it is my 
duty to my country to love it, to 
support its Constitution, to obey 
its laws, to respect its flag, and to 
defend it against all enemies.

Brockwell gains life changing knowledge during 
her recent mission trip to the Dominican Republic 


A 2014 graduate of Fulton 
County High School, Andria 
Brockwell, took advantage of the 
opportunity through her college, 
Lindsey Wilson, to go on her 
first mission trip. Brockwell 
traveled to Santiago, Dominican 
Republic in June 2015 through 
G.O. Ministries. G.O. Ministries 
seeks to empower passionate, 
local leaders serving inside their 
cultures to redeem people. 

On Thursday, July 9, Brockwell 
shared a video filled with photos 
of her interacting with many of 
the children during her eight-day 
trip that clearly transformed and 
moved the college student and 
employee of The Citizens Bank 
in Hickman. 

G.O. Ministries is built 
from Partnerships in Ministry 
with churches, businesses and 
individuals and local leaders. 
Brockwell’s church, Cayce 
United Methodist Church, 
sponsored Brockwell on this 
mission trip. 

While volunteering to teach 
Bible school, perform skits and 
play with the children, Brockwell 
experienced a glimpse into the 
lives of these children. “Even 
though they have nothing, they 


are happy,” she told Hickman 
Rotarians. “They live in one of 
the most poverty stricken places, 
but they find reasons to smile.” 

Brockwell’s team traveled 
around the city via the G.O. 
Ministries 30-passenger bus 
or one of their 15-passenger 
vans. The team lead worship, 
taught, preached, participated 
in drama, children’s ministry 
and even medical and dental 
clinics. “We provided them with 
multivitamins,” Brockwell noted. 
“They receive one hot meal a day, 
6 days a week, from the nutrition 
center.” 

One day Brockwell tried her 
hand at construction work. “We 
cut rebar and tiled a floor to add 
on to their church,” she added 
about her experience. 

Meals for the team were 
provided by women in the church, 
complete with fresh Dominican 
fruit. 

While on her mission trip 
Brockwell and her team 
experienced the culture of the 
Dominican through several 
church services. 

It was evident as Brockwell 
spoke, that she was truly moved 
by her experience noting that one

They say exercise is the best 
medicine, even for senior citizens. 
Orli R. Etingin, MD, says his 
only universal recommendation 
she makes to every single patient, 
without exception is regarding the 
need for exercise in everyone’s 
daily routine. 

Exercise benefits cardiovascular 
health and improves muscle func¬ 
tion, balance, and coordination. 
It reduces the risk of certain can¬ 
cers, too, especially those related 
to obesity, including endometrial 
cancer and breast cancer. It’s the 
only demonstrable way to improve 
cognitive function as you age - 
supplements, vitamins, aspirin, or 
Sudoku puzzles can’t do that. 

For many women, the issue is, 
how do you keep exercising as 
you age? It’s relatively easy to find 
many ways to work your muscles 
and get your heart rate up when 
you’re in your 20s and 30s. But, 
as the bones and joints age, and 
some inflammatory diseaes (e.g., 
arthritis) set in or old injuries flare 
up, it becomes much harder to do 
repetitive activities. 

Here are some tips to keep ex¬ 
ercising until you’re in your 80s. 
First, learn a good stretching tech¬ 
nique from a physiatrist, physical 
therapist, or exercise trainer. Sec¬ 
ond, leam from pain - if something 
is hurting, don’t just keep repeat¬ 
ing the exercise. If you often have 
pain when you exercise, get evalu¬ 
ated for arthritis or other treatable 
conditions. It’s important to warm 
up your muscles and joints before 
you subject them to impact exer¬ 
cises. Third, be flexible with your 
exercise choices: Learn to use new 
machines/exercises periodically to 
vary the stress you place on differ¬ 
ent muscles. Finally, don’t give 
up: I’ve often seen the 55-year- 
old patient who loved to run, but 
now cannot run because of pain 
or arthritis in the knees, ankles, or 
feet, and has never tried another 
form of exercise. Try new things, 
and mix it up: Be sure you vary 
your regimen at least every six 
to twelve months. Also, be sure 
your exercise sneakers are in good 
shape - they provide protective 
cushioning if you’re doing moder¬ 
ate- or high-impact activities. 

What are Etingin’s favorite ex¬ 
ercises? He thinks some cardio is 
important for conditioning, so, at 
least two days a week, he takes 
a brisk walk or gets on a recum¬ 
bent bike or treadmill. He also 
likes some weight training, which 
is key for core muscle strength, 


and is especially important for 
women as we age, since it keeps 
bones strong, improves balance, 
and helps prevent falls. A ballet 
barre class, slow repetitions with 
heavy weights, Pilates with resis¬ 
tance - these are all things to try. 
“The best forms of exercise are 
the ones you can safely and regu¬ 
larly do, and the ones you enjoy,” 
concludes Etingin.

A city ordinance prevents a 
person from parking a motor 
home within the city limits and 
permanently hooking up to city 
services. “It was also noted that 
to park one within the city lim¬ 
its, one needs to purchase a 14- 
day permit, with the possibility 
of extending it for up to a year, 
for $10. This is just one code 
enforcement issue addressed by 
Hickman Chief of Police Tony 
Grogan, while his department re¬ 
sponded to 60 more calls in June 
than they did in May. 

On Monday night, the Com¬ 
mission also discussed a fire call 


to a business structure that isn’t 
usually occupied. “This has hap¬ 
pened quite frequently that the 
alarm goes off and no one is 
around when we respond and we 
have no way of gaining access to 
the building to check it out,” stat¬ 
ed Fire Chief Tommy Ramsey. 
“On average we have six vol¬ 
unteer firemen to respond.” This 
costs the city about $90 ($15 
per fireman). The Commission 
agreed to send the business a bill 
to cover the expense. 

Chief Ramsey also noted that 
those who drive fire trucks will 
now be required to have a CDL. 
The Commission agreed to carry 
up to six firemen with CDL’s.

Farm Service Agency Stands 

Ready to Assist Agricultural 
Producers Slammed by Recent 
Heavy Rains 

U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Kentucky Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Executive 
Director, Diane Dunn,reminds 
farmers and ranchers across the 
state of federal farm program 
benefits that may be available to 
help eligible producers recover 
from recent heavy rains and 
flooding. 

“These significant rain and 
flood events in Kentucky have 
left extensive damage in their 
wake,”’ said Dunn. “As such, 
many farmers and ranchers are 
experiencing prevented planting, 
failed acres, displaced and 
deceased livestock and property 
damage.” 

FSA offers disaster assistance 
and low-interest loan programs 
to assist agricultural producers in 
their recovery efforts following 
floods or similar qualifying 
natural disasters. Available 
programs and loans include: 

• Non-Insured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
- provides financial assistance 
to producers of non-insurable 
crops when low yields, loss of 
inventory, or prevented planting 
occur due to natural disasters 
(includes native grass for 
grazing). Eligible producers must 
have purchased NAP coverage 
for 2015 crops. 

• Livestock Indemnity 

Program (LIP) - offers payments 
to eligible producers for livestock 
death losses in excess of normal 
mortality due to adverse weather. 
Eligible losses may include those 
determined by FSA to have been 
caused by hurricanes, floods, 
blizzards, wildfires, tropical 
storms, tornados lightening, 
extreme heat, and extreme cold. 
Producers will be required to 
provide verifiable documentation 
of death losses resulting from an 
eligible adverse weather event 
and must submit a notice of loss 
to their local FSA office within 
30 calendar days of when the loss 
of livestock is apparent. 

Tree Assistance Program 
(TAP) - provides assistance to 
eligible orchardists and nursery 
tree growers for qualifying tree, 
shrub and vine losses due to 
natural disaster. 

• Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honeybees, and 
Farm-Raised Fish Program 
(ELAP) - provides emergency 
relief for losses due to feed or 
water shortages, disease, adverse 
weather, or other conditions, which 
are not adequately addressed by 
other disaster programs. ELAP 
covers physically damaged or 
destroyed livestock feed that 
was purchased or mechanically

KSP warns of danger 
as summer heats up 


harvested forage or feedstuffs 
intended for use as feed for the 
producer’s eligible livestock. In 
order to be considered eligible, 
harvested forage must be baled; 
forage that is only cut, raked 
or windrowed is not eligible. 
Producers must submit a notice 
of loss to their local FSA office 
within 30 calendar days of when 
the loss is apparent. 

ELAP also covers up to 150 lost 
grazing days in instances when 
a producer has been forced to 
remove livestock from a grazing 
pasture due to floodwaters. 

For beekeepers, ELAP covers 
beehive losses (the physical 
structure) in instances where 
the hive has been destroyed 
by a natural disaster including 
flooding, high winds and 
tornadoes. 

• Emergency Loan Program 

- Available to producers with 
agriculture operations located 
in a county under a primary or 
contiguous Secretarial Disaster 
designation. These low interest 
loans help producers recover 
from production and physical 
losses due to drought, flooding. 

• Emergency Conservation 
Program (ECP) - provides 
emergency funding for farmers 
and ranchers to rehabilitate land 
severely damaged by natural 
disasters; includes fence loss. 

• HayNet - is an Internet-based 
Hay and Grazing Net Ad Service 
allowing farmers and ranchers to 
share ‘Need Hay’ ads and ‘Have 
Hay’ ads online. Farmers also 
can use another feature to post 
advertisements for grazing land, 
specifically ads announcing the 
availability of grazing land or 
ads requesting a need for land to 
graze, www.fsa.usda.gov/haynet. 

To establish or retain FSA 
program eligibility, farmers and 
ranchers must report prevented 
planting and failed acres (crops 
and grasses). Prevented planting 
acreage must be reported on 
FSA form CCC-576, Notice of 
Loss , no later than 15 calendar 
days after the final planting date 
as established by FSA and Risk 
Management Agency (RMA). 

“Thankfully, the 2014 Farm 
Bill reinstated these safety- 
net programs for farmers 
and ranchers suffering the 
devastating impacts of natural 
disasters such as this epic 
flood,” said Dunn. “Because 
of the Farm Bill, we, as an 
Agency, can quickly respond 
to the recovery needs of our 
producers.”

As the Kentucky summer is 
heating up, so is your car and 
KSP reminds parents not to 
leave a child alone in a hot car. 
It may seem like common sense, 
but every year law enforcement 
agencies answer calls about 
unattended children in vehicles. 
KidsandCars.org reports that 32 
children died in the U.S. during 
2014 from vehicular heat stroke. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Michael 
Webb says vehicle heat stroke 
is often misunderstood by the 
general public. A majority of 
parents are misinformed and 
would like to believe that they 
could never ‘forget’ their child in 
a vehicle. 

“The most dangerous mistake 
a parent can make is to think 
leaving a child alone in their car 
could never happen to them,” 
says Webb. “In these fast-paced 
times, it is easy for parents to get 
distracted and forget their child is 
in the car with them.” 

Webb advised that the interior 
of a car heats up very quickly and 
temperatures inside can reach 
125 degrees in minutes. 

“A child’s body heats up three 
to five times faster than that 
of an adult,” adds Webb. “The 
temperature inside a car can 
rise 19 degrees in 10 minutes. 
Together, this can be deadly in a 
very short period of time.” 

Webb says that some deaths 
are caused from curious children 
who are left unattended by a 
parent. 

“Tragically, about 33 percent 
of children who die in hot cars 
entered the vehicle on their own 
while left unattended,” he says. 


In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes a 
person liable for second-degree 
manslaughter or first-degree 
wanton endangerment for leaving 
a child younger than eight years 
of age in a motor vehicle where 
circumstances pose a grave risk of 
death. The law was named after 
11-month old Bryan Puckett, who 
died July 13, 1999 after being left 
in a hot car by his babysitter. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

• Be sure that all occupants 
leave the vehicle when unloading. 
Don’t overlook sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. If a 
child is missing, check the car 
first, including the trunk. Teach 
your children that vehicles are 
never to be used as a play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal in the 
car seat and when the child is 
put in the seat place the animal 
in the front with the driver as a 
reminder. 

• Place your purse or briefcase 
in the back seat as a reminder that 
you have your child in the car. 

• Make Took before you leave’ 
a routine whenever you get out of 
the car. 

Webb says while a person will 
face criminal charges for leaving 
a child in a car, the pain and guilt 
from making such a mistake will 
last far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left in 
vehicles on hot days and to call 
911 if they think the occupant is 
in danger.

bike pathways. 

Photos of the potential project 
zones were garnered and three 
areas (two sidewalks and one 
road that need markings for a bike 
land and signage) were chosen. 
Those photos and their locations 
were shared with members of the 
Fulton County City Council on 
June 22. 

The next step has been to 
garner the input of local citizens, 
as well as, promote community 
awareness.

Geri For¬ 
sythe of Smallman’s Heating 
and Air addressed the Hickman 
City Commission Monday night 
regarding her stance against the 
Net Profit License Fee Return. 
Forsythe believes in paying her 
fair share in taxes, but feels she 
is being overtaxed. “At least 30- 
50% of our business is done in 
the state of Tennessee and they 
also have a business license and 
tax return,” she said. “Therefore, 
we are already paying taxes on 
that and when we come here 
and have to pay it in Kentucky 
based on our gross income or our 
net income, we are paying taxes 
twice.” 

Forsythe also feels it isn’t fair 
to base their taxes on their net 
profit and is concerened about 
the safety of having to submit 
her Federal Income Tax Return. 
“Each city and county has a copy 


of our profit and loss schedule,” 
she continued. “This is ludicrous! 
It is truly scary to think that so 
many people could have access 
to our personal information.” 

Tennessee has one flat rate for 
each jurisdiction and the busi¬ 
ness tax is based only on gross 
sales done in each jurisdiction, 
Forsthe told the Commision. The 
City of Muray has a city sticker 
and a business license based on 
gross sales done in the city itself. 
“Fulton had so many complaints 
they stopped the Net Profit Re¬ 
turn,” she norted further. 

Forsythe asked the Commis¬ 
sion to make the form easier to 
understand, the tax more just and 
the information supplied to be 
safer. 

The Commission noted that 
they have contemplated address¬ 
ing this net profit return. City 
Manager Johnny McTurner sup¬ 
plied Forsythe with a business 
card asking her to send him in¬ 
formation to review.

Fiscal Court approves budget amendment, transfer

During a brief 30 minute 
meeting of the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court the county amended 
the 2014-15 budget retroactive 
to June 15 following an early 
payoff on the jail’s note. “It was 
paid off before the end of the 
fiscal year,” noted Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin. 
“The previous debt and the new 
loan for $3.3 million need to be 
reflected in the June minutes.” 

A transfer was also approved 
in the amount of $80,000 to 
cover some insurance premium 
expenses in the road department 
following a short fall. “This short 
fall is the result of a decrease in 
funding after the gas tax dropped 
dramatically,” explained Judge 
Martin. “Once we receive a road 
fund check in August, the funds 
will be transferred back to the 
general fund account.” 


Following the approval of the 
Certified Electrical Inspector 
(CEI) Contract with Alan Wilson 
and back up Johnny Parham 
the Fiscal Court approved the 
first reading of Fulton County 
Ordinance 15-05, adopting the 
CEI contract. “Additional line 
items have been added to this 
contract, which includes fees 
assessed to the homeowners 
with no revenue allocated for 
the county. It all goes to the 
inspector.” added Judge Martin. 

The Hickman Chamber of 
Commerce’s flood wall mural 
project is being supported by 
the Fiscal Court. With a $400 
donation, the Fiscal Court will 
sponsor the mural of the Fulton 
County Courthouse.

City to explore a Guaranteed Energy Savings Contract with Trane

Construction work at Fulton 
County Schools is partially a re¬ 
sult of a Harshaw Trane proposal 
with improvements, which will 
result in energy savings for the 
district, as well as provide some 
additional security at the elemen¬ 
tary/middle school. “Our contract 
is designed to do a separate bond 
for $ 1.1 millon for renovations at 
the high school and elementary/ 
middle scool that will include 
new bathrooms at both schools, 
new windows at the agriculture 
building, and new windows and 
a new security vestibule at the el¬ 
ementary/middle school,” stated 
Fulton County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Aaron Collins. “The 
total of the Guaranteed Energy 
Savings Contract (GESC), with 
Trane is $3.1 million, a 20 year 
contract and is designed to pay 
for itself. Energy savings goes 
towards the cost of the project.” 
Collins did work previously with 
Trane while at Webster County. 

On Monday night, Hickman 
City Manager Johnny McTurner 
discussed the possibility of the 
city entering into an agreement 
with Harshaw Trane to make 
needed capital improvements 
along the same lines that the 


school district is now in the prog¬ 
ress of making. All of this will be 
accomplished financing the asso¬ 
ciated costs with energy savings, 
operational savings, new revenue 
and capital cost avoidance sav¬ 
ings, which will cover the debt 
service. 

“They (Harshaw Trane) guar¬ 
antee performance, guarantee 
savings and no change orders,” 
noted McTurner. “I would like 
to further explore this proposal. 
By doing it, it will help us get out 
of this agreed order in the waste 
water by getting us away from 
chlorine and going to peracetic 
acid while helping to fund other 
waste water issues we have at the 
plant and throughout the city.” 
(Agreed order at the waste wa¬ 
ter plant - state wants the city to 
diminish the ecoli levels coming 
from the plant.) 

Other areas it will assist the 
city with include: water loss by 
replacing all the water meters 
with accurate radio read meters, 
help with gas loss by replac¬ 
ing meters and already existing 
meters to radio read, changing 
street lights to LED which will 
lower the electric bill across the 
city. The city is currently paying 
$40,000 a year for street lights, 
hopefully by replacing the lights 


they can cut the bill in half. The 
city is working with Dale Vowell 
of Hickman Electric on this is¬ 
sue, as well. 

Commissioner Heath Carlton 
feels it will be a good step for the 
city to go forward with a request. 
“I like that it is guaranteed,” 
added Carlton. “One question 
I have is directed to the loss of 
residence within the city limits. 
Will the guarantee that Harshaw 
Trane proposes cover that sce¬ 
nario if the trend continues?” He 
also wanted to know if they cover 
it if there was a major plant loss. 

The guarantee is also on Com¬ 
missioner Roger Adams’ mind. 
“What they are doing is proac¬ 
tive instead of reactive and that 
is really good for us,” he noted. 
“We have always been on the 
other end, waiting for something 
to tear up and then fix it.” If what 
the city saves, will pay for it, then 
Adams is all for it. 

“We know we have big prob¬ 
lems with water and gas loss,” 
stated Commissioner David 
Weatherly. “We have been work¬ 
ing on that and this proposal is 
definitely a step in the right di¬ 
rection and we should definitely 
pursue this. Before signing on 
the dotted line, we need to check 
the details and be really careful 


as we move forward.” 

This project could cost up to 
$2.5 million. 

“We have cleaned up a lot of 
the messes made 30 and 40 years 
ago and we don’t want to fall into 
the same trap now,” commented 
Commissioner Phillip Williams. 
“We really need to make sure it 
is right before we sign on the dot¬ 
ted line.” 

Mary Anne Medlock suggested 
the city contact Harry Carver 
with the Department of Local 
Government if they have any 
further questions or concerns re¬ 
garding programs such as the one 
the city is contemplating with 
Harshaw Trane. 

Mayor David Lattus agreed 
the city should explore all av¬ 
enues and companies before pro¬ 
ceeding with the Harshaw Trane 
proposal. “This is something we 
have all been involved in,” he 
said. “We do more than just come 
to these meetings. Each one of us 
has a special talent and we try to 
capitalize on them.” He also not¬ 
ed that the city is behind and if 
they buy into this, we need to go 
all the way or we lose the entire 
meaning of the program. 

Harshaw Trane is a perfor¬ 
mance contracting company, 
with a good track record.
